He is 
deeply versed in the Scripturesy 
Of him alone do we hear thaf 
he stood before kings and poten- 
tates. He was able to reason of 
sin and rightedusness and judg- 
ment till Felix trembled and 
Agrippa. exclaimed, “‘Almost thou 
persuadest me to bea Christian.” - 
Jesus was divine and pos- 
sessed of all knowledge and wis- 
dom. When He stood. up_ to 
read, the people cried out, “How 
knoweth this man letters, hav- 
ing never learned?” But we have 
Moses “learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians.”

THE WORD OF FAITH 





J. B.

The Scripture that contains this 
sentence is found in Rom. 1:8. 

Paul is upbraiding his peop‘e larael 
for their legalistic methods of re- 
ligion. He showed how they had 
fallen short on the account of trying 
to obtain righteousness by conforming 
to the law of. Moses instead of ob- 
taining it by the wdérd of faith. He 
declared they hed a zeal of God but 
not according *to knowledge. He had 
a@ desire that they might be saved 
and was making a strenuous effort to 
get them to see that with all their 
zeal they were falling short of the 
true righteousness which came oar 
faith. 

It will be of interest in the study 
of this subject to first consider the 
righteousness which is of the law, or 
a legal righteousness obtained by 
conforming to outward forms and 
ceremonies. 

Paul says, “Moses describeth the 
righteousness which is of the law, 
that the man which doeth those 
things shall live by them.” Rom. 10:5. 
Again, “The law is not of faith: 
but, The man that doeth them shall 
live in them.” Gal. 3:12. Moses said, 
“Ye shall therefore keep my statutes, 
and my judgments; Which if a man 
do he shall live in them.” Lev. 18:5. 

In Nehemiah’s charge to Israel we 
have these words, “Yet they dealt 
proudly, and hearkened unto thy 
commandments, -but sinned against 
thy judgments, (which if a man do, 
he shall live in them).” Neh. 9:29. 
Ezekiel said, “I gave them my statutes, 
and shewed them my judgments, 
which if-a man do, he shall even live 
in them. .They walked not in my 
statutes, and they despised my judg 
ments, which if a man do, he shall 
even live in them. They walked ‘not 
in my statutes, neither kept my judg- 
ment to do them, which ff a'man:do, 
he shall even live in them.” Ezk. 20: 
11,13, 21. 


We see by these Scriptures that 
there Was a time when people could 
have the favor of God by conforming 
to the requirements of the ‘law, but 
we see also that though they had a 
great zeal for righteousness they had 
failed to attain to it. Why? Because 
they sought it not by faith, but as it 
were by the works of the law. Rom 
9:31, 32. They stumbled at Christ 
who was the end of the law to every 
one that believeth;' thus we see that 
keeping the law without faith in 
Christ is of no benefit. Likewise the 
Gentiles to whom the law was nev- 
er given, by faith in Christ could at- 
tain unto” the righteousness which was 
by faith so the keeping of the law 
has nothing to do with the word of 
faith. 

Notice how Paul describes the word 
of faith, “The word is nigh thee, 
even in thy mouth, and in thy heart: 
that is, the word of faith, which 
we preach; That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is 
Made unto salvation.” Rom. 10:8-10. 
This is as comprehensive a_ defini- 
tion of faith as can be given. The 
fact that in the above Scripture faith 
and confession are used interchange- 
ably is evidence that they are in- 
separable and vitally connected with 
our salvation and neither is perfect 
without the other. Confession of 
faith in Christ for salvation holds the 
Same relation to faith as works and 
James says, “Faith without works is 
dead being alone.” Jas. 2:17. “For 
as the body without the spirit is deed, 
so faith without works is dead also.” 

Often I have seen people who 
would reach the place where they 
had nothing to do but confess their 
faith in Christ. In their heart they 
could say they were sick and tired of 
sin, they were willing and decided to 
forsake sin and they could comply 
with every demand of the word as 
regards their surrender to Christ. 
This is all a work and evidence of 
faith in the heart but it isn’t perfect 
and only lacks the act of confession 
which is the last and supreme test 
‘of our faith. Ihave often'seen them 
‘linger tremblingly on the ‘brink of 
‘perfect victory for hours and’ finally 
fail to make the step (of confession, 
Jose »what victory they ; did have and 
their faith would wane and die, 
‘the body without the spirit and f, side 
‘without works’ ‘dies, so faith without 
eonfession dies also. 

oj eee one--has reached the place 

of surrender .and dedication to God 
there is absolutely nothing to do’ but 
‘to confess faith in Christ and depend 
on’ ‘Him’ for. salvation. Confession is 
an dct.of obedience and ‘faith~is.per- 
fected only as we.obey, in. confessing 
Him. He has said, “Whosoever .there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will I confess “also before my 
Father which isin heaven. But who- 
soever shall deny me before men, 
bim will I-also deny before my Father 
which is in heaven.” Matt. 10:32, 33. 
‘We are to conclude by these words 
of Jesus that regardless of our faith 
in our surrender to God; our faith in 
our compliance with the principles of 
repentance or the demands of con- 
secration; regardless of our faith in 
Him to save us from our sins—all be- 
comes a dead faith the moment’ we 
refus2 to confess it before men from 
the simple fact that Jesus Christ, our 
federal head and representative, re- 
fuses to confess us to His Father un- 
til we have confessed Him before men. 

To confess before men _ that we 
have complied with all the conditions 
and requirements of the gospel and 
then refuse to confess Christ as our 
Savior is a gross error and implicates 
the seeker in a flat denial of Christ 
and what He has said concerning His 





act of free grace, whereby, we may 
be saved = uae believing and 
confessing Him 

O trembling oat. face to face with 
the obligation of confessing Christ do 
not hesitate, do not draw back, 
take ‘the decisive step and 
confess Him as your personal 
Savior. The moment you do this 
your acceptance and confession of 
Christ is acknowledged by Him ‘to 
the Father, the result of which brings 
peace and joy to your soul. Thus 
faith becomes facts and substance ‘of 
the things desired. "This is a critical 
epoch in the seeker’s experience and 
thousands of sincere souls have fallen 
down and failed on the very threshold 
of victory. Happy is the man-who 
knows how to direct the faith 
of the seeker at this point. “Most 
any one can encourage a seeker to 
pray and confess but it takes one 
who lives the faith life, in close 
touch with the Holy Spirit, and hav- 
ing a good stock of Bible references 
at command. He will also need the 
spirit of discernment to enable him 
to determine the sincerity of the 
seeker. With this equipment at com- 
mand and being able to exercise faith 
for the seeker we may enjoy the 
glorious privilege of seeing many 
souls merge from the darkness and 
gloom of doubt and sin to the glorious 
light and liberty of the children of 


to a king for all heaven rejoices 
when a soul is won to God. Follow- 
ing the thought of faith in this con- 
nection we wish to notice next 


Where the Responsibility of Faith 
Rests 


Paul declares thut there 1s no dif- 
ference, in Jew or. Greek but all alike 
by faith are the beneficiaries of the 
provisions of divine grace. ““For 
whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall besaved. Hew then 
shall they call on him in whom they 
have not believed? and how shall they 
bélieve in him of whom they have 
hot heard? And how shall they hear 
without a preacher? So then faith 
cometh by hearing and hearing by 
the word of God.” Rom. 10:13, 14, 17. 


This places a fearful responsibility 


*|on the ministry. God has called us 


to go into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature and un- 
til we have gone to the limit of our 
possibilities we have an appalling re- 
sponsibility resting upon us. The 
fifteenth verse of this chapter says, 
“How can they preach except they be 
sent.” This places a responsibility on 
every individual member for the 
gospel incurs expense. The preacher 
must have living and traveling ex- 
penses if he lives and travels... His 
business is to preach as he _ goes. 
This gives him no time to provide for 
his own. God has placed this respon- 
sibility on the Church. If the Church 
fails to support the gospel and stops 
the feet of them that bring the good 
tidings of the gospel of peace they 
will have to answer for the souls of 
the ones who are lost on the account 
of the preachers not getting to them 
with the message. Faith comes by 
hearing and hearing by the word of 
God. How can they hear without a 
preacher and how can they preach 
exeept they be sent? 

We will notice a few Scriptures 
concerning the Possibilities of Faith. 
In Matt. 17:20 we have these words, 
“Verily I say unto you, If ye have 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, ye 
shall say unto this mountain, Remove 
hence to yonder place; and it shall 
remove; and nothing shall be im- 
possible unto you. Read Matt. 21: 
21; Mark 11:23; Luke 17:6; Jno. 14: 
13, 14. |These Scriptures throw ll 
limitations to the winds in their de- 
scription of the mighty forces and 
possibilities of faith. One in posses- 
sion of ‘it becomes an irresistible 
force. Mountains of sin are moved ‘at 
the command of faith. Opposition, 
and criticism and persecutions be- 
come footstools from which faith 
shouts with exceedifig joy and glad- 
ness. Diseases rélax their: grit and 
lose their hold and cease to prey up- 
on the -bodies~ of: those: who are af- 
*flicted at the command of faith. De 
mons cease to torment and refuse to 
occupy the bodies of their victims at 
‘the rebuke of faith. ‘When we con- 
sider’ the wonderful >possibilities “of 
faith and realize: that God jhas .ac- 
tually commanded us to have fi “ 
in God it. almost: makes ‘us phu 
‘when we observe how ‘little we Meer 
to accomplish in our éfforta ta. Dbelteve. 

We ‘ will ‘now’ notiée’ some © of 'the 
conditions ‘upon ‘which: faith becomes 
active and effective. 

In Jno. 15:7 we have these -words, 
“If ye abide in me,.and my 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ve 
will and it will be done ‘unto’ you.” 

Two features are noticeable in this 
passage \abiding in Christ’ and His 
words .abiding in us. 

The conditions upon which we may 
abide in Christ are these, “If ye keep 
my commandments ye shall abide in 
my love.” John 15:10. Again, ‘He 
that -hath my commandments and 
keepeth them, heitis that loveth me. 
If a man love me he will keep my 
words. He that loveth me not keep- 
eth not my sayings.” John 14:21, 23, 
24. We clearly see by these Serip- 
tures that our abiding in Christ is an 
impossibility while we are out of 
harmony with His commandments. To 
have faith implies that one is living 
up to all the requirements of the 
Word. Those who are transgressing 
and breaking the commandments of 
God are destitute of faith or in other 
words their. is déad. Again 
God’s Word 
does not imply "that we have a com-

One more Scripture and we wilk 
close, “Therefore I .say unto you, 
what things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them 
and .ye shall have them.” Mark 11: 
One condition noticeable in this 
passage is desire. We must earnestly 
@esire the object we are praying for- 
A half-hearted indifferent prayer wilt 
avail nothing. We must be in earnest 
about it. He says, “Believe that ye 
receive them and ye shall have 
them.” These -are positive terms and 
they are backed up by the one to 
whom all power is given in heaven 
and earth, even Jesus our ‘Savior- 
Pardon me, but another Scripture 
comes to my mind that is worthy 
of- consideration and is vitally connect- 
ed to the subject. It is found in’ 1 
John 3:21, 22. “Beloved, if our heart 
condemn us not, then we have con- 
fidence toward God. And whatsoever 
we ask, we receive of him, because 
we keep his commadments, and do 
those things that are pleasing in his 
sight.” 

This passage covers nearly every 
principle considered in this article. 
Condemnation destroys every princi- 
ple upon which faith is made active 
and destroys confidence toward God, 
Condemnation is a reminder that we 
are out of harmony with His com- 
mandments and not doing the things: 
that please Him. It is a wonderful 
thing to have the consciousness that 
we are doing the things that please 
God. May God bless every reader of 
this article and inspire them to closer 
living and a stronger faith in ‘She 
promises: of God.

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. BIBLE TRAINING SCHOOL 


The Church of God Bible Training 
School close@ last Friday, April 6, with 


an entertainment which was really en- 
tertaining instructive. It was’ a 
Bible scene. Some have said that they 
cold now ter appreciate the book 
of Esther. 

Some of th students are expecting 
to remain inf Cleveland till the next 


term, having’ accepted a position in 
the city. Also some are remaining to 
take advantage of the revival meet- 
ing that is in progress at the Audi- 
torium. 

The school was really interesting 
and every one seemed to have en- 
joyed their stay with us. 

We are becoming more and more 
interested about this work as we 
feel that there isn’t a more impor- 
tant work in all the Church of God 
than training young ministers for the 
ministry. 

In this school we take chapter by 
chapter and verse by verse and give 
every item very close attention until 
all feel satisfied that we have arrived 
at the proper rendering. Also we 
study all the prophecies in the major 
and minor prophets, , but especially 
the book of Revelation. We have a 
large chart on “the wall and also 
use a blackboard. By these means 
We can more easily explain to ‘the 
class in a way that they may un- 
derstand. This feature of the study 
has‘been very interesting. We believe 
that nearly every one in the class 
has just about mastered the study of 
Revelation. 

This isn’t all, we have several other 
studies that are very essential, such 
as ‘geography, Bible Atlas, english, 
Hurlburt’s Bible Lessons, theophany, 
spelling, elocution, homiletics, 
general encyclopedia of the Bible, 
Bible ‘history, Church doctrine, etc. 
The above studies with other studies 
not mentioned here are proving very 
valuable. 


I will speak of some of the ad- 
vantages of these studies. What could 
a young minister do in evangelizing 
the country if he knew nothing of the 
geography of the country? They would 
be just as likely to go west from 
Chattanooga to try to get to Canada, 
or north to Florida. It surely is a 
great advantage to the traveling min- 
ister to know the states, capitals, 
rivers, oceans, large cities and their 
populations. 

The minister should know something 
about Bible lands, seas, rivers, . etc. 
This he may learn from the Bible 
atlas. This will cause him to speak 
of Bible subjects more intelligently, 
also he will appreciate the study of 
the Bibe more if he knows of the 
country which is so much related to 
the Bible, as the Bible scenes and 
characters come under this head, 
“Bible atlas,” therefore, all ministers 
should study this text book. 


English. Yes, so many do not have 
even ordinary every-day language, 
that is, language equal with the aver- 
age speaker and especially is this 
noticed in the pulpit. A great im- 
provement is made on this line in 
this school. Homiletics, the science 
of preaching, prepares young minis- 
ters to build their subjects, teaches 
the art of outlining and keeping the 
theme in perfect order. This, the 
class puts in practise after having 
mastered the contents of the book. 
Every day they are required to out- 
line and deliver a sermon. 

Elocution teaches of different qual- 
ilies of voice, forms, stress, force, 
pitch and many other valuable things 
for the ministry. With this study 
the minister will be gotten out of a 
monotone way of preaching. 

Many valuable things are brought 
out, of which we will not have time 
here to write about, but will in- 
sist that you begin at once to investi- 
gate the value/of the course. ’ 

I will now mention some other 
things under separate subjects or 
sub heads, which perhaps will be: of 
interest. 


Spirituality 


The spirituality of the school is 
fine. They have service at the school 
room every Saturday night and they 
also attend the young peoples meet- 


ing. at. the -Auditorium-every -Friday 


night. .Sevyeral young men have. re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost after arriving 
here.

We, the state overseer and the 

Columbus and Grenada district over- 
seers, have for your consideration a 
plan to establish a permanent state 
headquarters. As a suitable and very 
desirable location for this headquar- 
ters, we have a plot of land located 
in the city of Starksville, Oktibbeha 
county, which is near the center of 
the state with rail connections to all 
points, north, east, south and west 
and in the center of a good network 
of good roads. It has a fine high 
school and one of the best colleges in 
the south. 

' This plot of land is located right in 

the heart of town, only three blocks 

from. .the railroad station and three 
blocks from the court house. It is 
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‘ 





divided into eight lots. One for a 
state assembly building and one for 
each of the seven districts to build 
their individual camping houses for 
use during the state assembly or camp 
meeting. 

This property is valued at $2100.00, 
payable within four years with in- 
terest at six per cent. 

This would cost each church in the 
state approximately $48.00 or $12.00 
a year, which figures only about fifty 
cents a year for each member.

Negligence a Menace to Prosperity 


To thé Churches of the Chattanooga, 
District—Greetings: 


Dear saints, | am writing a few 
lines in which I wish to stir up ‘your 
pure minds as to the truth of the 
headline statements. “Negligence” is 
the opposite of “fidelity” and has been 
the downfall of many. It is really a 
crime and. those who practice it are 
usually punished with defeat. Negli- 
gence is a very cunning little en- 
emy that creeps into the lives of those 
who have duties to perform and does 
its deadly work before they are 
aware of its presence. The Standard 
dictionary, defines the word, “negli- 
gence” as follows: “To fail to perform 
through carelessness or oversight.” 
This being the meaning of “negli- 
gence” we do not wonder at it being 
a subtile little enemy and “a menace 
to prosperity” in the cattse, which we, 
as Christian workers, have espoused 
It is so easy for us to smoothe over 
our failures by saying “It was just 
an oversight.” But we find that that 
only goes to prove negligence, and 
while we may rest easy about our 
failure to perform our duties, yet 
the effect of our failure is not eradi- 
cated and the cause, or those that 
are dependent upon the performance 
of our duty, may suffer great loss. 


Now just a word about “fidelity,” 
which is defined thus: “Faithfulness 
to duty or obligation; loyalty.” To be 
loyal, means to bear true allegiance 
to a government, a superior, or a 
principle. We find in the Bible, that 
there are helps and governments set 
in the church. 1 Cor. 12:28. For each 
member to be loyal, he will have to 
bear true allegiance to the supperior 
cfficiers and governments of the 
Church. Faithfulness to our duty or 
obligation will prove our loyalty, or 
“fidelity,” which is a boon to the 
Church. 


One of the helps in the Church that 
I wish to call attention to in this let- 
ter, is the act of the Assembly as to 
the support of the state overseers. 
Through examining the reports 
headquarters I find that true alle- 
giance has not been given to this 
act. That means that some body 
has been negligent of his duty which 
has, doubtless, proved a hindrance to 
the cause. I am sorry to say so but, 
nevertheless, it is true that only one 
church on the district has been send- 
ing the state overseer the prorate due 
him each month from the 
churches. ,I ‘will also state further, 
that to my knowledge, there are many 
other churches in the state that are 
not responding to this act of the As- 


sembly and as a result the state over- 


seer is getting less than some of the 
pastors. 


Brethren, this ought not to be. The 
state overseer is pastor to all the 
churches in the state, and even the 
smallest feels slighted if he does not 
visit them. For him to visit the 
churches and encourage them in their 
work he will have to have money 
to pay his traveling expenses, besides 
the support of his family. There has 
been no provisions made for the sup- 
port of the state overseer other than 
the act of the Assembly, that each 
local church in the state contribute 
to his support. A failure to bear 
allegiance to this act is negligence 
and disloyalty, even though it may 
have been through an oversight as to 
the rulings of the Assembly. 


I do not speak of other churches

local 


Outside the Chattanooga district ag 
though I had the oversight of them for 
I have not. I only make mention ef 
the many churches in the state that 
are not bearing allegiance to ‘the’ agt 
of the Assembly, to stir them up \toia 
More careful performance of their 
duty. We have all espoused the ome 
great cause for which Jesus built His 
church and let us all work together 
and be loyal to its principles. 


In conclusion, I want to appeal te 
the church treasurers on the Chatta 
nooga district, to be more careful te 
perform their duty to the sate over 
seer and thus p:ove our “fidelity” te 
the Assembly. We are now entering 
inte the revival season’ and we must 
do our best to evangelize the district, 
There are thousands of souls.in our 
midst that are staggering on the 
‘brink of destruction. Just think ‘of 

the great city of Chattanooga and 

its suberbs with its thousands ‘ef 
| people that are blinded to the truth 
: that the Church of God holds. We 
| aust reach them and without an im» 
! fluence we can never do it. God alore 
can give us an influence that will Be 
felt by the world and if we will Be 
true to the trust that He has com 
mitted unto us He will do it. Let 
every member be careful to discern 
the “cunning little enemy, negi- 
gence.” Do not neglect your duties 
to the Church and God will make you 
& power in His hands for good.

It is 
duty of the treagurer to make 
the churches’ monthly report.and send 
it to headquarters with the .tithé of 
the tithes. It is then his dut 
tithe the nine tenths of the tit 
and send to the state overseer. «. 

if. the remaining part of the tith 
is not sufficient to support the focal 
pastor, the*treasurer should notify 
the church that freewill offerings of 
such things as the local pastor’s fam 
ily is in need of should be made. He 
can eat what the members do-and if 
they haven’t got money to give they 
will divide their produce if they are 
called on by the deacons and tream 
-urer,

It matters not how small amount of 
tithes is paid in during the month it 
should be handted just as the A® 
sembly has decided. If only one 
dollar is paid in for the month, tén 
cents should be sent to headquarters, 
nine cents to the state overseer and 
the remaining eighty-one cents given 
te the local pastor with freewill of- 
ferings enough to make up his sup- 
port. I believe that if every church 
will practice the rulings of the As- 
sembly that there will be a greater 
cegree of prosperity among them and 
that the weak churches will become 
Strong and be able to make a report 
that they will not be embarassed 
over. Every thing has had its small 
beginning and faithfulness in the little 
things will lead togreat achieve- 
ments. Let’s let loyalty and fidelity 
be our slogan and God will honor ‘our 
feeble efforts in His cause with good 
revivals, stronger churches and a 
greater influence for good.
